Melbourne Hellas in a $30,000 
deal last week, has scored four 
goals so far in New Zealand’s 
World Cup campaign — two of 
them against Australia. 


Grant Turner, who is sought 
by Sydney Olympic, is top- 
scorer with six and Brian 
Turner, who is on Wollon- 
gong’s transfer list, has scored 
five. 


Hellas paid Wooddin’s club 
Dunedin City, which is top of 
the NZ national league, a 
transfer fee of $14,500. The 
rest of the $30,000 goes to 
Wooddin over three years. 


At the end of his contract, he 
will be allowed to return to any 
New Zealand club free of 
charge. 


Wooddin, 26, scored 15 goals 
for Dunedin the year it was 
promoted from the Southern 
League, and about a dozen in 
each of the next two years. 


Playing as a left winger, he 
had scored four in six games 
when he left to join Hellas. 


Wooddin comes from the 
Liverpool area of England. He 
joined Tranmere Rovers, 
about three miles from Liver- 
pool, at the age of 16, and in his 
last season he had about 10 
senior games. 


His first game for New Zea- 
land was in the 4-0 victory over 
Mexico last year. 


In most of his 15 inter- 
national games, he fed off his 
fellow striker Brian Turner. 

However, Turner was 
dropped from the recent World 
Cup game against Taiwan, and 
Grant Turner moved up from 
midfield to join Wooddin. ” 

But Wooddin and Grant 
Turner are similar players, so 
pe didn’t work too 
well. 

New Zealand’s success, he 
says, is due to the fact that it 
has a well-settled, well-organ- 
ised side in which the players 
know each other well. 

He realises it won't be as 
easy to score goals in a new 
team, in a new environment, 
among other players who also 
want to score. 

Some years ago Hellas 
bought Paul Murphy from 
George Cross, and later 
Graham French from Moo- 
roolbark, to solve its goalsco- 
ring problems. Neither was 
abe to find the net, % 

Peter Ollerton had a relat- 
ively successful spell as Hel- 
las’s goalscorer, but the fact 
remains that the club has been 
unable so far to replace Jim 
Armstrong, who scored 89 
goals from 1970 until 1976 
before retiring at Juventus 
two years later, with a total of 
152, as the all-time top scorer 
in the Victorian State League. 

It's just as well Wooddin has 
had World Cup experience, 
otherwise he may have been 
overawed by the huge crowd at 
Middle Park against Sydney 
Olympic last Sunday. 

Dunedin’s crowds average 
about 300, Gisborne, the best- 
supported club, featuring 
Kevin Fallon, John Hill, Keith 
McKay and Grant Turner, 
draws about 2500. 

Yet Gisborne doesn’t pay its 
players a cent! 

Wooddin has come to Aust- 
ralia with his wife Sue and his 
two boys Gary, 5, and Stewart, 
2, but they have kept their 
house in Dunedin in case they 
decide that the life there is 
better than in Australia.

Let's bring the 
game to life

‘Soccer Action’ columnist, Mike Johnson, 


recently complained about some of the ‘very 
superficial’ reporting of soccer matches in the 
Australian press. He is quite right in his com- 
plaint. m 

There is nothing more boring than reading dull and uninspiring 


match reports which do not analyse and which merely relate 
that A passed to B who passed to C who scored. 


Admittedly, some matches deserve little else, but we could at 


least be told why they are so. 


Anyone wishing to read soccer reports at their best should read 


‘The Times’ of London. Copies only a week old are usually 
available at State Libraries in capital cities. Writers such as 
Stuart Jones, Vince Wright, Tom German and Norman Fox, 
bring matches to life, They use similies and metaphors to paint 
a vivid picture in the reader’s mind, both of the game itself, and 
of the atmosphere surrounding It. It is the next best thing to 
being there. 


Not everyone enjoys such writing of course. 1 believe it is great 


literature, worthy of the great game of soccer. 


The test of good literature is time. The reports of the football 


correspondents of ‘The Times’ easily pass the test. 1 can read 
their reports, last week’s or last year’s, over and over again 
and still be impressed by the magic of the words. 


On April 18, 1981, Ipswich was at home to Arsenal. Stuart Jones 


set the scene thus: ‘The vultures are on the wing again. They 
circled over Portman Road on Saturday as Ipswich Town drag- 
ged their weary ones across their sun-bleached plain towards 
the Kohi-Noor, the mountain of light. It was all, on this day at 
least, a wispy blue shimmering mirage’. This is far superior to 
some of the prosaic writing that one sometimes reads in less 
prestigious papers. 


Jones goes on to describe how, in the same match, ‘Mariner, 


usually as sure as a vulture in the air, was all on his own 10 
yards out as Wark nodded a cross back to him. The chance went 
to his head — or rather it did not’’. This is much better than 
saying Mariner had a chance of heading a goal but missed! 
Instead of saying that Ispwich were missing some players 
through injury, Jones says: ‘‘Ipswich, drained by fatigue and 
pressure long before this duel in the sun, have been shedding -« 
players like flaking skin’. When one team makes changes at 
half-time, it is said to be ‘‘reshuffling its pack’’. 


Jones described Scotland's recent 3-1 World Cup win against | 


Israel in this way: ‘Scotland spread their wings at Hampden 
Park last night and at last their World Cup hopes have taken 
off. With Robertson hugging the left-hand touchline and Provan 
the right, they stretched Israel beyond breaking point and 
achieved their first win at home during their current world 
campaign" 


It is simple but imaginative writing like this which brings games | 


to life for readers who weren’t at the match. It Is writing such 
as this that still has me re-reading Geoffrey Green’s report 
about the 1974 World Cup Final, in ‘The Times’ of Monday 8 
July, 1974. “In a tough, brittle and brilliant battle in the Olym- 
pic Stadium here today, where every blade of grass was con- 
tested and sternly controlled by Jack Taylor, the English refer- 
ee, in which he ‘booked’ three players and awarded two penalty - 
kicks inside the first half-hour, West Germany came back from 
a black opening to take the new World Cup trophy . -. 


Whoever before had such a beginning to a summit meeting and 


who before had to recover from such a seeming disaster? 
Germany thus became the fourth host nation to win the trophy 
and the Netherlands after their long slog from the foothills just 
failed to scale this Everest of the game”’. 


Reading Green's report, the game still lives today. It seems as if 


Muller, after scoring the winning goal, is still” . . . leap(ing) 
like a grasshopper to the skies in delight’’. It was to be, alas, 
Green’s last World Cup match reprot.

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Lou Kastner 
No. 1 


- Had it not been for 
his wedding and two 
broken fingers, Lou 
Kastner of Preston- 
-Makedonia now may 
have been entering his 
second decade as goal- 
keeper of the national 
team. 


That good pair of hands 
to which he refers so often 
with pride would have 
served Australia well. At 
32 he still is all class — 
just ask Ken Boden, John 
Kosmina, Murray Barnes 
and the other Socceroos of 
Sydney City Hakoah, who 
observed his brilliance last 


in Australia. 

“Soccer Action’’ awarded 
its first 10-point ratings of the 
season to. Kastner and to Ha- 
koah’s Joe Watson for their 
performances in that match. 

During his 16 years of senior 

football — I don’t know of a 
longer-serving goalkeeper at 
top level in Victoria — there: 
have been many such fine per- 
“formances, 
I remember hfm winning a 
State League Cup‘ final for 
George Cross against Hakoah 
virtually single-handedly, And 
‘folie waste star of the George, 
“Cross team that held Mel- 
-j7bourne to a scoreless draw in 
an Ampol Cup final, paving the 
way for a 2-l victory by 
| George Cross in the replay. 
Featuring Steve Blaszkany, 
Joe Palinkas, Duncan Cum- 
mings, Joe Szabo and Ian 
McCarthy, that Melbourne 
‘team was no pushover. 

He served George Cross 
with distinction from the age 
of 16 until 1978. He often has 
represented Victoria and he 
helped Makedonia win the 
State League championship — 
but circumstances worked 
against him at Socceroo level. 












Rasic 


By the time he was given nis 
first game for Victoria under 
coach Rale Rasic in 1969, Kas- 
tner already had played for the 
State under 14, 16 and 18 
teams 


Rasic picked Kastner to 
keep goal against NSW in Syd- 
ney. NSW had a hell of a team 
at the time, and the 4-1 result 
was not unexpected. ‘Adrian 
Alston got a couple and 
Baartz, Warren and Abonyi 
gave us a lot of trouble, but I 
saved quite a few,” Kastner 
remembers. 

‘He must have played well, 

for it was after this game that 
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— could have been Socceroos’ 


national coach Joe Viasits 
picked Kastner for the nation- 
al squad. 

Ron Corry was the No. 1 
choice at the time. It was 
Corry who played‘and Kastner 
who sat on the bench during 
the three-match series against 
Greece in SYdney, Brisbane 
and Melbourne. 

Kastner was all set to issue 
a strong challenge to Corry in 
the final game in Melbourne — 
but it was not to be. 

Viasits had said be would 
use Kastner and a couple of 
other Victorian players in the 

Melbourne match but during 
training in Brisbane, Kastner 
broke two fingers. 

His first chance had slipped 
away. 

But Kastner recovered in 
time to be included in the 
World Cup squad for & quali-

‘Again he saton the bench’es 
Corty played inthe two victor- 
ies and two draws with which 
Australia won.the tournament. 

The Socceroos now had to 
travel to Mozambique and 
Israel for further qualifying 
matches against Rhodesia and 
Israel. 

Kastner may have been 
given his chance in one of 
those. games, but his wedding 
took preference. 

He and his bride Margaret 
had arranged the wedding date 
well in advance, not knowing 
that the Socceroos would be 
playing against Rhodesia at 
the time. 


Fraser in 


Jim Fraser was called into 
the squad to replace Kastner 


.and it was Fraser who played 


in the next World Cup quali- 
fying series, four years later. 

" “T'was contacted by the ASF 
a few times afterwards, just to 
tell me to keep fit in case . 
the usual thing, you know, but 
unfortunately I never got an- 
other chance in the national 
squad," Kastner says. 

Kastner’s State games 
ended ingloriously after Vic- 
toria’s visit to New Caledonia 
in 1975, He and a couple of 
other players sneaked out 
after curfew one night, and 
afterwards he was not selected 


again. 

But he played seven games 
for Victoria — including the 
2-1 victory over Bristol] Rovers 
in 1974, 

As a junior State represen- 
tative, he and Polonia’s Mike 
Olinowski, now player-coach 
of Ardeer, stood out among a 
rather nodescript lot while the 
older age group stole all the 
glamor because of players like 
Dino De Marchi, Attila Abo- 
nyi, Billy Vojtek, ‘Mike Manda- 
lis, Andy Kazi and Henry 
Surma.

West Germany. He played 
with one of Nuerenberg’s 
junior teams as an inside left. 
“T knocked in a few,’’ he-says. 
“T had a pretty good left foot.” 

So he had a good grounding 
in soccer when he arrived in 
Australia with his parents at 
the age of 13, in 1961. 

He met Hans Hinze, who had 
just joined George Cross’s 
under 16s and who would later 
play for Keilor-Austria, and so 
Lou went down to George 
Cross as well. 

He was, the youngest player 
in the team. 

After a couple of games on 
the forward line, Kastner was 
shifted into goal because the 
team had no ‘other suitable 
goalkeeper. He did so well 
there that he hasn’ moved out 
again since. 

It wasn’t long before he was 
promoted to captaincy of the 
under 16s, even though he was 
only 14 years old and barely 
able to speak English. 

The following year, at the 


age of 15, he was in the reser-;. 


ves, and on the bench of the 
senior team. At the age of 16, 
he played:three‘senior games, 
standing in for Eddie’ 
pardi who had fallen out with 
the committee. 

But his chances came too 
spasmodically. When Mike de 
Bruyckere, the former Wilhel- 
mina and Lions star, became 
coach of George Cross, young 
Kastner was just about ready 
to ask for a transfer. 

After all, the club had an 
abundance of goalkeepers — 
John Dochery, Frank Peter- 
sen, Eugene Snopkowski .... 

But de Brucykere chose 
Kastner ahead of those three 
and tt was that same year, 
1969, that he progressed to 
Rale Rasic’s Victorian team. 


No coaches 


Kastner speaks from ex- 
perience in saying that there is 
a drastic shortage in Australia 
of coaches who are able to 
teach goalkeepers, 

“This is particularly bad for 
juniors, as they cannot develop 
properly without the right 
coaching,” he says. 

“In junior soccer, the goal- 
keepers are the ones who are 
usually pushed aside. They do 
their Japs and then they have 
shots fired at them, that’s all, 

“No-one really knows when 
it’s a goalkeeper’s ball, al- 
though they call it all the time. 

“A goalkeeper is not just a 
shot-stopper. 

‘He's got to be alert all the 
time. He’s got to knuw a lut 
more about football than 
people seem to think. He has to 
be able to read the play so that 
he can anticipate where the 
danger is going to come from. 

"He has to know who the 
skilful players are — the ones 
who will try to chip you, or to 
take you on, and he has to 
know which players have the 
Strongest shots for they are 
the ones who will hit the unex- 
pected long-range ones. 

“You have to know when 
and how to come out, and how 
to force a player wide. It’s not 
always luck when the ball 
strikes your leg after you’ve 
spread yourself. 

“Many of my best saves 
have been simply forcing a 
player to miss by closing him 
down quickly and making him 
shoot in a hurry.’”’ 

Kastner says that Ken Wag- 
staffe, who was player-coach 


good goalkeeper’s coach. He 
also learned from de Bruy- 
ckere and Eddie Azzopardi, 
the man he succeeded at 
George Cross. 

As a kid in Germany, he ad- 
mired the great Tilkowski and 
Yashin. He also had respect 
for Norm Hobson at George 
Cross, 

“But I didn’t model myseif 


on anyone’’ he says. ‘My 
game is my own, 
“T have a good pair of hands. 


I have confidence in them and 
I always try to catch the ball. 
(He caught that penalty 
against Hakoah). 

“I do what's necessary and I 
try to be as safe as possible, 
but I can also be spectacular if 
necessary." 


‘Only opinion’ 


Kastner intends to take up 
coaching when he Stops play- 
ing — but thai won’t be for 
quite a while. He’s feeling 
sharp after a recent form 
apse. 

“Soccer's been good to me,” 
he says. “‘] couldn't just quit 
and leave it cold, It’s only fair 
that I should put something 
back into it, so I'll take up 
coaching.” 

He gained his preliminary 
coaching qualification under 
Len McKendry and now plans 
to do a senior course. 

“It opens up your eyes to all 
the things you never have seen 
before in soccer,”’ he says. 

We talk about how much in- 
fluence a coach really has — 
about what percentage he can 
take credit for, as compared 
with the players. 

“Soccer is a game of opin- 
jon, and so coaching is a 
matter of opinion,’’ he offers, 

cautiously. 

barry good coach is one who 
can get through to his players 
psychologically ‘and +: make 
them want to play for him, but 
of course a lot is left to the 


players themselves. They 
must shoulder most of the re- 
sponsibility. 


“The players are what foot- 
ball is al] about. No-one goes to 
the ground to watch the coach- 
es,” 


Kastner rates Ken Wag- 
staffe as the best coach he’s 
served under. ‘‘He was profes- 
sional in every way, he suppor- 
ted his players to the hilt and 
of course he played himsel!, 
which helped a lot. 

“His training was enjoyable 
and productive. When he came 
in 1976, Geonge Cross was last. 
We had lost the first six 
games. But while he was 
here, we lost only one game 
and we finished third.” 

Kastner also rates John 
Gardiner an excellent coach. 
Gardiner, as player-coach led 
Essendon Croatia to 
championships and Cup Victor- 
ies. He now plays sweeper for 
leading State League team 
Ajax where he also helps 
Bobby McLachlan with the 
coaching. 

During Kastner’s recent 
slump, it was Gardiner who 
took him out for extra training 
sessions. They both live at 
Noble Park and they have been 
good friends for a long time. 
Gardiner too played for 
George Cross. 


Injured 


During his loss of form, Kas- 
tner was criticised heavily by 
Makedonia coach Brian 
Edgley and by sections of the 
Press, It was an unsettling 
time for him. 

He admits he played badly 
at the time, but an injury was 
at least part of the reason. 

Kastner and Rob Cullen 
collided at training, resulting 
in both players requiring 
stitches — Kastner to the leg 
and Cullen to the hip, 

Kastner's injury became in- 
fected and the infeciiuu spread 
through his shin to his groin. 

He played on with painkil- 
ling injections, but ever-con- 
scious of perhaps aggravating 
the injury, he was unable to 
give his best. 

“We were playing reason- 
ably well at the time, which 
meant I had little to do. That’s 
always hard for a goalkeeper. 
You make one mistake in that 
situation and you cop twice as 
much blame.” 

Most goalkeepers agree it is 
harder to play in a winning 
team than a losing one. Kas- 
ter is no exception. 

“In the State League, I'd 
have maybe four or five 
touches a game. You have to 
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very hard to hold your concen- 
tration. . 

“At the moment, were 
under a lot more pressure, 
which means I’m in the play a 
lot more. That's easier for a 
goalkeeper, but of course I'd 
prefer us to be winning.’ 


Legal action 


Kastner had to go to court 
and stand out of soccer for six 
months in order to get away 
from George Cross and even- 
tually into the big time of 
Philips League soccer. 

George Cross arranged a 
testimona] match for Kastner 
in 1976 in appreciation of his 
long service to the club. 

Former team mates John 
Sanchez, Archie Campbell and 
Bobby McLachlan al] made 
“‘combacks”’ for this match, in 
which the George Cross team 
beat a Hellas-Alexander com- 
bination, 

But Kastner was unsettled 
even then, The Philips League 
was due to start the following 
season, and that’s where Kas- 
tner wanted to play. 

He stayed with George 
Cross in 1977 however, and 
with Billy Wilkinson at the 
helm as player-coach, the 
Cross won the State League 
champioship. 

But that was the end of Kas- 
tner’s association with 
club. In his fight to get a trans- 
fer, he went to the Supreme 
Court halfway through 1978. 
The matter was settled out of 
court, however, and George 
Cross agreed to let Kastner go 
for a low transfer fee.

Where is the logic in 
this? On Saturday May 31, 
Socceroo coach Les 
Scheinflug announced a 
22-man squad for the 
Taiwan World Cup tie. 


West Adelaide’s Crook was 
one of three goalkeepers 
named. 


Two days later Crook was 
omitted. 


It is this sort of thoughtless 
action which is slowly eroding 
the confidence of this brilliant 
goalkeeper who more than any 
other player in Australia has 
reason to complain about some 
shabby treatment. 


But of course he won't. 
That's not his style. 


Crook has been in and out of 
so many Australian squads 
that he could be forgiven for 
thinking that he may never be 
called to play for the Soc- 
ceroos again. 


His exclusion from the team 
which played Taiwan was even 
more perplexing because of 
Australia’s hopeless position 
in the World Cup. 


It simply made no sense to 
leave him out in preference to 
Maher and Woodhouse who 
both must be blamed for con- 
tributing to Australia’s virtual 
elimination. 


The question is not whether 
Crook would have fared any 
better but why he has not been 
given the chance. 


Crook has not played for 
Australia since the 1-2 defeat 
to Northern Ireland in Adel- 
aide last year. Crook excelled 
in that game as the press and 
Rudi Gutendorf acknowledg- 
ed, but was almost immediate- 
ly snubbed by the then coach. 


Gutendorf did not select him 
for the November World tour 
but Crook was told to maintain 
his fitness during the off 
season in case he was needed 
as a replacement. 


Despite only having a 
remote chance of joining the 
team, he literally ground him- 
self into the turf with his ex- 
haustive training. 


The result was that he in- 
jured discs in his back and 
until late January was in 
danger of missing a large pa 
of the 1981 season. 

But he made a remarkable 
comeback, missing only the 
first game of the season 
against Brisbane City. 

His form this year has again 
been exceptional. But it has 
not been easy playing in a dis- 
pirited team like West Adel- 
aide, 

He has been often called 
upon to carry the defence. It 
is pointless to cite examples 
because he does it every week, 

That is why it is so disturb- 
ing to read a column by Maher 
in Soccer World in which he 
says that several goalkeepers 
(he doesn't name them) men- 
tioned in recent weeks as pos- 
sible candidates for his posi- 
tion wil] always remain that 
until they become more con- 
sistent. 

He also suggests that these 
goalkeepers do not have what 
is required (he doesn’t say 
what precisely) to be success- 
ful at international level. 

One must assume he in- 
cludes Crook in those state- 
ments. If he does, his argu- 
ments are as solid as a card- 
board castle. 

Crook’s greatest quality has 
been his consistency. Proof of 
that is that he has been chosen 
as Soccer Action’s goalkeeper 
of the year for each of the four 
completed PSL seasons. 

And as for his record at 
international level, Crook has 
played six times for Australia 
including two games as a sub- 
stitute, conceding five goals. 

It seems almost certain that 
if Crook is ignored by Scheinf- 
lug for the rest of the year he 
will move interstate, possibly 
to Melbourne for what is likely 
to be a hefty transfer fee. 

Or he may go to Sydney 
where he will get the recogni- 
tion he deserves. 

As he himself said: *'] guess 
I will have to go to Sydney and 
get discovered.” 

Croook said that as a joke 
some time ago, but it doesn’t 
sound funny anymore.
